"Every Man of Draft Age After 

July 1, Must Either Work 

or fight 



NO IDLIENG IS ALLOWED 



Every man of draft age must either 
■work or fight nfter July 1, under a 
drastic amendment to the selective ser- 
vice regulations announced by General 
Crowder, provost marshal general. 
Not only idlers, but all draft registrants 
engaged in what are held to be nonuse- 
i ul occupations are to be haled before 
local boards and given the choice of a 
new job or the army. 

In the hotels and restaurants your 
needs will be cared for by representa- 
tives of the. gentler sex. ' The order, 
however, does not include the owners 
of the restaurants or clubs. • The order 
does include the following, however: ■ 

Under the new "regulation the follow- 
ing classes of persons of draft age will 
be required to go into the army, al- 
though previously exempted, or to ob- 
tain mote useful employment. 

1. Persons engaged in the serving of 
food or drink, or either, in public places 
including hotels or social clubs. 

2. Passenger elevator operators* or 
attendants, doormen, footmen and other 

. attendants of clubs, hotels, stores, 
apartment houses, office buildings and 
bathhouses. 

3. Persons, including ushers and 
other attendants, engaged and occupied 
in connection with games, sports and 
amusements excepting actual per- 
formers in legitimate concerts, operas 
or theatrical performances. 

4. Persons employed in domestic ser- 
vices. 

' 5. Sales clerks and other clerks em- 
ployed in stores and other mercantile 
establishments. 

It has been known for some time that 
some form of ''work-or-fight" plan has 
been. submitted to President Wilson, 
but there has been no intimation that it 
was so far reaching in Its scope. Both 
the military authorities and depart- 
ments of labor officials believe that it 
will go a long way toward solving the 
labor problem for farmers, shipbuilders 
and munition makers and will end, for 
the present at least, talk of conscrip- 
tion of labor. The announcement gives 
significantly that the list of nonuseful 
occupations will be extended from time 
to time as necessity requires. 

The statement of the provost marshal 
general's office is as follows: 

"Provost Marshal General Crowder 
has announced an amendment to the 
selective service regulations , which 
deals with the great question of com- 
pelling men not engaged in a useful oc- 
cupation immediately to apply them* 
selves to some form of labor contribut- 
ing to the general good. The idler, too 
will find himself confronted with the 
alternative of finding suitable employ- 
ment or entering the army. 

"This regulation provides that after 
July 1, any registrant who is found by 
a local board to be a habitual idler or 
not engaged in some useful occupation 
shall be summoned before the board, 
given a chance to explain and in the 
absence of a satisfactory explanation, 
to be inducted into the military service 
of the United States. 

Re»trict Oil for Roadt 

The use of oil and tarvia on approxi- 
mately 60 miles of road in Lake county 
probably will be greatly reduced this 
season because the Fuel Administrator 
has announced that petroleum, asphalt 
or tar products will bo delivered only on 
approval of the Council of Defense. <

Toll Gate Aids to 

Enlarge Red Cross Fund 

If you were motoring througrrLiber- 
tyville Sunday you came upon an an- 
cient tollgate made of two telegraph 
poles, one weighted so it blocked pas- 
sage. And you stayed there until you 
made a subscription to the Red Cross 
fund. 

Six hundred subscriptions amounting 
in all to about $5000. resulted. Forty 
girls, working in five shifts and aided 
by Lieut. Glenn Haskins and Lieut. 
Otto Boehm, who worked in four hour 
shifts, did the heavy work during the 
day. The men pulled down the gate 
and the girls swarmed the automobiles. 

It was a very original idea conceived 
by the Liber ty ville" workers of the Red 
Cross. An old fashioned toll gate 
wrapped with bunting and Red Cross 
flags were swung across Milwaukee 
avenue, in' the south end of Liberty ville. 
On each side of the gate members of 
the militia patrolled, their bayoneted 
rifles bringing to a halt anyone who 
chanced that way. The gate was plac- 
ed in position at ten o'clock Saturday 
morning and operated until Sunday at 

midnight.

Liberty Farms Training 

y Women for Land Army 

The Illinnf a training farm for women, 
which has recently heen started under 
the auspices* of the Roman's Land 
Armv of AmVrica, is sccceedipg in 
great shape. From the day when W. 
V. B. Ames made his "offer to lend the 
fr.rm at Liberty ville (now known as 
Liberty farm) for experiment of train- 
ing 40 young women to become exper- 
ienced farm workers and directors it 
has seemed as if every one who heard 
of the new venture was inspired to help 
in some practical manner to make the 
work a success. 

Private individuals have furnished the 
farm house furniture, so that in all 
essentials the home side of the under- 
taking .bears quite an established air, 
while farm, and dairy equipment has 
been . either donated out right or lerit 
with easy restrictions, and horses, cows, 
pigs and chickens have wended their 
way to Liberty farm and are being 
brought up in the way they should go 
by the enthusiastic young students al- 
ready enlisted for the work. 

While the war and the need for more 
grained workers to increase our food 
supply are the immediate reasons for 
the land army's experiment, the move- 
mer)t "goes, farther than that. • The 
committee of the Illinois training farm, 
of which.J.Mrs. Tiffany Blake is chair- 
man Mrs. G r 'S, B. Stewart correspond- 
ing* .secretary,, feels that in opening up 
this course of instruction to women it 
is not only fulfilling a patriotic duty in 
time of war but will also provide many 
women with an interesting, healthful 
and lucrative .profession for all their 
lives if they desire to continue farm 
work when the war is over.

The following. letter Vas banded to 
us by Miss Lillie Fairman. 
Dear Cousin: ■. 

I received your very welcome letter 
a few days ago and was glad to hear 
from you, 1 tell you a letter ia some- 
thing to be appreciated oyer here. 
. The weather has been cloudy and 
rainy for the past month and it is very 
seldom that the sun shines. 7 It certain- 
ly seems good when the sun shines. 
The wind has been blowing from the 
northwest nearly all the time making it. 
cold and disagreable. I'll take U. S. 
climate for mine. 

We wereBerved with coffee und sand- 
witches by the Red*:CroB8 at the port 
of embarkation, before .^going on the 
ship. We had a pleasant trip on the 
way over^xcepting the third day out 
was rather rough and I became sea sick 
and was sick all day. I surely wished 
1 was back on land again. . 1 saw one 
whale quite a distance away and there 
were three sharks ■ that _ followed the 
boat for quite a time ;There was a 
canteen on board the ship and wo could 
buy most everything such 'sb candy, 
tobacco, etc. We had good food and a 
fine dinner Washingtons birthday. 

A small paper was printed on board 
ship from news picked up bp wireless 
so we coule tell a little of what was 
noing on. When we sighted land again 
everyone was eager to see it. Water 
was .getting monotonous to' look at. 
One fellow said we must have been 
chasing a floating iBland and couldn't 
find it. 

As soon as we landed women and 
.boys came out in little 'boats .-to catch 
anything we threw .down to them. 
Quite a bit of money was lost in the 
water as the women held out their 
aprons but missed it. 

There is some very. pretty scenery in 
France. I was upon a hill the. other 
day and could. see several villages, I 
could see for miles and the valleys and 
hill were certainly a pretty sight. A 
great deal of the land is devoted to 
raising grapes from which the people 
make wine. Thay also grow hops and 
there are long poles stuck in the ground 
for. the vines to grow upon. The farm- 
ers gather together in villages instead 
of having a house and buildings on every 
form. They' keep their stock in one 
side of the buddings and live in the oth- 
er.' Nearly all buildings are .of stone 
and have a stone or tile roof. I went 
to church in a little village last Sunday 
and it was beautiful inside. It had old 
fashioned pews and large' colums.. The 
floor was of stone and the ceiling was 
arched with stone. It ia very seldom 
that one sees a frame building of anv 
kind. 

I was also in a cemetery and there 
were graves with some of the' finest 
bead work over them and it certainly 
looks pretty. . -. 

There are' several springs throughout 
France,' there being one or more in 
almost every village and there aro stone

The Countess Minotto was advised of 
her husband ^departure a few minutes 
before the automobile left Fort Sheri- 
dan Then she gave the first interview 
she has granted since Minotto was ar- 
rested.

I think, you must rend thnt 
tlfought, ns I do,. to mean this, thnt tho 
people of this country 'are not only 
united in the' resolute purpose to win 
tlie war, but are ready and willing to 
hear aay burden and undergo any sac- 
rifice that It may be necessary for 
them to bear in order to win It. 

"Hundreds of thousands of our men, 
carrying our hearts with them and our 
fortunes, are in the field, nnd ships are 
crowding fnster nnd faster to the porta 
of France nnd England with regiment 
after regiment, thousand after thou- 
sand, to Join them until the enemy 
shall be beaten and brought to a reck- 
oning with mankind. 

No Pause or Intermission. 
"There can be no pause or Intermis- 
sion.

They know that 
the war must be paid for, nnd that It 
is they who must pay for it, and If the 
burden Is Justly distributed and the 
sacrifice made a common sncrlfice from 
which none escapes who can bear it 
at jill,. they will carry It cheerfully and 
with a sort of solemn pride. 

Facing Supremo Duty. 
"I have always beea proud to be an 
American, nnd was never more proud 
than now, when all that we have fore- 
seen about our people Is coming true. 
The great days have come when tho 
only thing that they ask for or admire 
fs duty, greatly nnd adequately, done; 
when the .only wish. for America is that 
she may share freedom she enjoys; 
when a great, compelling sympathy 
wells up in their hearts for men every- 
where who suffer and are. oppressed 
and when they see nt last the high 
uses for which their wealth has beea 
piled up and their mighty power accu- 
mulated; counting neither blood nor 
treasure now that the final day of op- 
portunity has coue,. rejoice to spend 
nnd to be spent through h long night- 
of suffering nnd terror In, order that 
they and men everywhere may. see the 
dawn of a day of righteousness and 
justice and pence. ' Shall we grow 
weary when they bid us act?"

new government arranged system of 
'handling and sale brings 05 cents a 
-pound (and these values cannot fall 
to any great extent for some years) 
the demand for land will continue and 
values Increase In a corresponding de- 
• gree.

nld freely extended by tho govern- 
ment, who are permitting the Import 
of certain agricultural Implements

BIG INCREASE IN RAILROAD RATES 
PUT INTO E FFECT BY M'ADOO ORDER 

AH Freight Tariffs Are Advanced 25 Per Cent and Passenger. 
Fares Are. Boosted One-Fifth— Action Follows Granting of 
Higher Wages to Nearly 2,000,000 Rail Workers. 



Washington.— To meet higher . costs 
of labor and supplies, Director General 
McAdoo has ordered what Is by far 
the greatest Increase In railroad freight 
and passenger rates ever known In tho 
history .pf- railroads. Freight rates aro 
to be raised approximately 25 per cent 
and passenger, fares. from the presenfc 
busls of about 2^ cents to three .cents 
it mile — an Increase of 20 per cent. It 
Is estimated that the new rates will 
add between $800,000,000 and $000,000,- 
000 to tho revenue of the railroads dur- 
ing the next year. , 

Tho now freight charges, which 
cover both class and commodity rates, 
become effective June 25 and the pas- 
senger Increaso will go Into effoct June 
10. 

Issued under uuthorlty granted by 
the railroad act to President Wilson 
acting through tho director general, 
the order wipes out all Interstate lower 
rates effective on cither freight or pas- 
senger traffic. 

TravolerB In standard sleeping and 
parlor cars aro required to pay 8%' 
cents -a mile lit addition to Pullman 
fares' and' In tourist sleeping cars 3^4 
cents. Pullman rates remain- the same. 
Commutation and other 'suburban 
rates on railroads aro increased" 10. per 
cent Fares on electric lnterurban 
lines ojo not affected. " 

Special Rates Abolished. 
Special excursion, . mlleageVconverf- 
tlon rind tourist rates, with a few ex- 
ceptions, are discontinued, privileges 
such as stop-overs and free side trips 
uro abolished and excess baggugo 
charges are Increased. 

Both freight und passenger rates on 
boat lines operated on tho lakes, rivers 
'or coastwise by railroads aro to be 
raised proportionately with the gener- 
al Increases. 

A number of flat Increases, Instead 
of perceutnge additions, uro orclered 
for coal, coke, lumber, ore, stone, grain, 
cotton; live stock, meats, sugar, bullion 
and other commodities. 

In announcing that the rate Increases 
are required by public Interest, Direc- 
tor General McAdoo referred to- the 
rapidly rising cost of coal, 'which he es- 
timated this your alone at $100,000,000 
more than last year, and to higher cost 
of every other material entering Into 
railroad transportation. Operating ex- 
penses, he estimated, would bo be- 
twoeu $880,000,000 aud $800,000,000 
greater this year than tho $2,852,000.- 
000 figure of last year. 

No purt of the lucreased rates- Is on 
account of tho program of nearly a 
billion dollars of Improvements, addi- 
tions and new equipment this year, he 
explained. 

"It Is earnestly hoped," Bnld the di- 
rector general, "that all citizens affecf- 
ed directly or indirectly by this increaso 
of rates will support the general prin- 
ciple of such Increase as an uou void- 
able war measure and accept the ad- 
ditional burden In the^satue spirit of 
self-sacriflco in which they have ac- 
cepted other Inconveniences and bur- 
dens and tho grievous personal 1 esses 
which aro part of the price that tho 
nation Is patriotically paying for world 
liberty." 

Profits Go Back' to People. 
"If they turn out to be more than are 
needed to meet the grave public exi- 
gency," ho added, "they will promptly 
bo readjusted so as to prevent any un-

2,000,000 Get Wage .Raise. 
General pay Increases ' for nearly 
two million railroad employees were 
announced by Director General Mc- 
Adoo, effective June 1 nnd retroactive 
to last January 1, carrying out substan- 
tially recommendations of tho railroad 
wage commission^. Tho aggregate of 
the Increase probably will be more 
thnn $1100,000,000 a -year, half of which 
will be distributed within a few weeks 
as back pay In lump sums ranging 
from about $100 to nearly $200. each. 
Scale of Increase. 
Train employees, Including members 
of the leading brotherhoods, will re- 
ceive approximately the following pro- 
portional Increases over 1015 pay, or 
their equivalent when pay Is based on 
miles operated: Passenger engineers, 
11 per cent; pnssonger firemen and 
helpers, 28 percent ; passenger conduc- 
tors,. 15 per cent; passenger baggage- 
men, 88 per cent ; passenger brnkemen 
and flagmen, 40 per cent ; freight engi- 
neers, 15 per cent; freight firemen, nnd 
helpers, 84 per cent; freight conduc- 
tors, 20 per cent; freight brakemen 
and flagmen, 40 per cent. These men 
must nso deduct Increases . granted 
slnco 1015. 

Special rates of pny are provided for 
office, messenger nnd chore boys, and 
similar employees under eighteen 
years, as follows: Twenty dollars* In- 
crease a month where tlte pay In De- 
comber, 1015; was from $80 to $45 a 
month ; $15 . Increaso where, the rate 
was from $20. to $30 a month; $10 In- 
crease whero the rate was less than

Washington, May 23.— Habitual Id- 
lers, ball players, gamblers, barten- 
ders,' and many others are Included In 
an edict Issued today by Provost Mar- 
shal General Crowder, providing that 
every man of draft age must work or 
fight after July 1, under a drastic 
amendment to the selective service 
regulations. All draft registrants en- 
gaged In what are held to be nonuse- 
ful occupatlons.'are to bo haled before 
local- boards and given their choice of 
a new job or tho army. 

Gamblers, race track and bucket 
shop attendnnts and fortune tellers 
head the list, but those who will be 
reached by the new regulation also In- 
clude waiters and bartenders, theater 
ushers and attendnnts, passenger ele- 
vator operators and other attendants 
of clubs, hotels, stores, etc., domestics 
and clerks In stores. 

Deferred classification granted on ac- 
count of dependents will be disregard- 
ed entirely In applying the rule. A 
mnn may be at the bottom of class 1, 
or even In cluss 4, but if he fails with- 
in the. regulation nnd refuses to take 
useful employment he will bo given a 
new number In class 1 that will send 
him Into the military service forthwith. 
Local boards are authorized to use dis- 
cretion only where they find that en- 
forced change of employment would 
result In disproportionate hardship up- 
on his dependents. 

May Solve the Labor Problem. 
The statement of the provost .mar- 
shal generals ofllce Is us follows: 

"Provost Marshal General Crowder 
today announced an amendment to the 
selective. . service regulations which 
deals with the great question of com- 
pelling men not engaged In a useful 
occupation Immediately to apply them- 
selves to some form of labor, contrib- 
uting to the general good. The. Idler, 
too, will find himself confronted with 
the alternative of finding suitable em- 
ployment or entering the urrny. 

"This* regulation provides that after 
July 1, nny registrant who Is found by 
a local board to be a habitual Idler or 
not enguged In some useful occupation 
shall bo summoned before tho. board, 
given a chance to explain and, In the 
absence of. unsatisfactory explanation, 
to bo" Inducted Into the military service 
of the- United States. 

"Any locnl board will be authorized 
to take action, whether It has on orlg- 
lnnl Jurisdiction 6f the registrant or 
not; In other words, any man loafing 
-around a poolroom In Chicago may be 
held to answer \o a Chicago board even 
though he may have registered In 
New York and lived there most of his 
life. 

••The regulations which apply to Idle 
registrants will be deomed to apply 
also to gamblers of all description and 
employees and attendnnts of bucket- 
shops and race tracks, fortune tellers, 
clairvoyants, palmists and the* like, 
who for the purpose of the. regulations 
shull be considered ns Idlers.

The domestic consumer 
who delays placing his order is taking 
a chance of having an Insuillclcnt cold 
weather supply; the Industrial user 
who fulls to ordor his coal now is 
almost certain to faco a shutdown 
later on.

DIFFERING IDEAS OF GENIUS 

World Has Never Thoroughly Recog- 
nized Any One Definition of High-. 
ly Prjzed Quality. . 

Cnrlylo was much laughed at for 
saying that genius was an infinite ca- 
pacity for taking pains. That does 
not sound like genius; one imagines 

I genius as raveling Its hair, whatever 
raveling may be, and producing the lm- 

' mortal Word to the accompaniment of 
epileptic fits; absinthe also goes with 
genius very well. But In reality genius, 
I suspect,4s a tamer affair and arises 
easily enatigh In men like Bembrnndt, 
who painted pictures because he liked 
doing it and, because the sitters paid 
him ['lor their portraits. Much more 

men like Fiaubert, who revealed much 
of his attitude in one phrase of his cor- 
respondence. "Today I have worked 
sixteen hours and have at last finished 
my page." Therein lies the difference 
between Flaubert and Do Maupassant; 
It may be, too, that Bolleau w«b ^? nt 
In advising the poet a hundred times 
to replace his work npon the bench, 
endlessly polish it and polish it again, 
but many : instances of almost sponta- 
neous creation confronts us. It w 
enough to quote that in six years, be- 
tween 1002 and 1008, Shakespeare ap- 
pears to have written eleven plays, 
among them "Julius Caesar," "Ham- 
let,". "Othello," ^Macbeth" and; "King, 

Lear." . 

What shall we say, then, of the 
vague thing, genius, which Is to man- 
kind what the thing we call soul Is to 
man? For my part, I believe It to bo 
volcanic rather than sedimentary. It 
'is as if the spirit of the race accumu- 
lated in a creature, the spirit of life 
claiming to be born. Genius will out, 
but it Is most frequent in certain pe- 
riods of human history, such .as the 
Elizabethan or Medlcean, In certain 
places, such as France, Italy and the 
low countries, under certain influences, 
such as oppression, war, revolution or 

social decay. . ' , 

That is an Interesting catalogue, and, 
if history repeats Itself, the future for 
genius, as evidenced particularly Jin 
art, would be black, for there have been 
few periods where comfort, ease and 
"security bred genius. It Is as if the 
■plant needed something to push 
8^1^86.' ' Everyday life becomes more 
secure, Justice more certain, property 
more assured ; humanity grows fat, and 
the grease of its comfort collects round 
its heart* It is dlillcult to Imagine ge- 
nius nourishing in a world perfectly 
administered by city councils.— Har- 
per's Magazine.

Waters — French Admiral Also 

Commends the Yankees. 
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London, May 27.— The British 

juriftgd merchant, troopship Moldavia, 

with American troops on board, has 

[been torpedoed und sunk, according 

to an official bulletin Issued by the ad- 

[ iniralty. 

The text of the admiralty state- 
ment follows : 

"The armed mercantile, cruiser Mol- 
davia wns torpedoed and sunk Thurs- 
day morning. 

"There were no casualties among 
the crew, .but of the American troops 
on board GO have' not been accounted 
for. 

"It Is feared they were killed In one 
compartment by the explosion." 

[The Moldavia Is of 0,500 tons gross 
and owned by the Peninsular & Orien- 
tal Steam Navigation company. She 
was built at Greenock In 1003 and is 
520 feet long.] 

At a Southern English Port, May 27. 
— Tho JJrltlsh auxiliary cruiser Mol- 
davia, carrying American troops, was 
torpedoed and sunk Thursday morning 
" the English channel. British de- 
stroyers hurried to the sinking cruis- 
er's rescue and did remarkably effec- 
tive work. 

Many were injured. No submarine 
wan seen. Theru was no panic. The 
Americans distinguished themselves by 
exemplary cool conduct. 

The discipline displayed by the 
American troops is the main topic of 
comment by all those who witnessed 
the scene. Face to face with death, 
they behaved as If they weito lining 
up for a review, except for the "make- 
up," which was all but paradellke. 

As the survivors, hatless, shoeless, 
and many of thein with hardly any 
clothes on, were approaching shore, 
motor buses met the destroyers, 
bringing heartily welcomed clothes 
und supplies. 

Washington, May 27.— More than 500 
Americans were aboard the Moldavia, 
official reports available here showed. 

It Is not possible at this time to 
give tho units to which they belonged. 
No casualty list has been received 
from American officials aboard.

GUT IN BITUMINOUS COAL 



Washington, May 28^-Herolsm and 
daring of American navul officers and 
men in rescuing 31 of the 75 In the 
crew of Uie American munitions 
steamer Florence H., which caught 
fire and broke in two In French wa- 
ters April 17, are described In the re- 
port of Hear Admiral Wilson, com- 
manding, made public by the navy de- 
partment. 

Lieut. II. H. Halsllp, San Mnteo, 
Cal., Is recommended for commenda- 
tion; 

Gunner's Mate F. M. Upton, Denver, 
Colo., and Ship's Cook .1. W. Coving- 
ton, Durnnt, Okln., are recommended 
for congressional medals of honor und 
gold life-suvlng medals. 

Six officers who commanded life 
unci motorboats, two surgeons and a 
chuplaln and 48 seamen are men- 
tioned for commendation. 

Admiral Wilson, in describing the 
situation, said: 

"The sea to the leeward of the 
wreck was covered with n mass of 
boxes of smokeless powder .'which 
were repeatedly exploding and among 
this wreckage were a number of. sur- 
vivors. 

"The wreckage was so thick that 
small boats were useless. The heat 
from the burning vessel wns so In- 
tense that the converted yachts pres- 
ent, with wooden upper .works, could 
lot safely penetrate the wreckage. 

"Under these conditions Lieutenant 
Hoisllp took his vessel at 'high speed 
into the midst of the wreckage, nt 
considerable risk of detonating the 
depth charges carried on his vessel, 
and made lanes through which the 
small boats towed by his and other 
vessels could reach tho survivors. 

"The dash, initiative and courage 
shown are In accord with the best 
traditions of our service, nnd It Is rec- 
ommended that he be commended by 
the navy department." 

The French vice admiral command- 
ing the- district in commending Lieu- 
tenant Halsllp said he gave "proof of 
a superb contempt of danger and re- 
markable qualities of seamanship." 

Admiral Wilson Issued a special or- 
der lauding the rescuers, officers and 
men, and saying "due to their prompt 
nnd gallnnt nctiori" It appeared that 
all who were not killed in the (lames 
of till! Florence H. were rescued.

London, May 20.— An Important vic- 
tory for the. Italians on the northern 
front, northwest of Trent, was. report- 
ed on Monday by the Borne war office.

The Italians stormed the. summit of 
'Monte Zlgolon and also won the village 
of Prezna, Moutlcello pass and, the 
spur to the east of the pass.

Through the Ingenuity of a French 
chemist who was struck by the fact 
that In the military hospitals of Paris 
alone about 4,400 pounds of absorbent 
cotton was used dally, a process has

ble to use soiled cotton a second time. 
The, first step Is the removal of all 
grease by boiling ten or twelve hours 
In. ii soda solution,' or by treating It 
under pressure for three hours In a 
senled container filled with the same 
solution. After this the cotton Is thor- 
oughly washed in n mnchlno and nil 
the moisture removed by placing It In 
a high-speed centrifugal drier. Drying 
Ih followed by bleuching with hypo- 
chlorite of lime, and n second washing 
and' drying. -Finnlly tho purified pro- 
duct Is carded, packed nntl again ster- 
ilized.— Popular Mechanics Mugazioe.

REFUSED TO CONTRIBUTE 



(From Grayslake Times) 
..There was considerable stir' in the 
villoge^ Wednesday morning. Early in 
the morning, it was learned that the 
home of Alfred Meade had painted on 
the side of it, in yellow paint,' the word 
'fllackeij' in letters nearly a yard tall. 
;Durirjg the Red Cross drive last week 
when flteode was called upon to pay his 
allotment which is said to have been 
only |26, he refused to pay, saying that 
it was too high, and that he would pay 
as much as some of the members of the 
committee.. *In this manner it was not 
a direct refusal, but Buch "a one that he 
would be passed up as a hide-bound citi- 
zen and he could keep his money' in his 
pocket which was just what he wanted. 
England and France have long since 
learned that the fellow continually mak- 
ing excuses of this kind is only seeking 
to get past without doing his duty. In 
Germany they treat this class as en- 
emies. 

The word passed from mouth to 
mouth until about time for Meade to 
come to the postoffice for his mail. He 
boosted of what he would do to those 
who put the paint on his house. Being 
considered one of the wealthiest men of 
the community he has. always had o 
prestige that wealth brings regardless 
qfjhow -it was obtained. 

At the postoffice on argument ensued 
which resulted in a fistic encounter on 
the street corner a short time later be- 
tween the Chairman of the Red Cross 
Drive and Meade. Citizens gathered in 
large numbers and it was suggested 
that Meade be made to carry the flag 
through the main street of the village. 
The large fla^ that floats from the 
hotel porch was taken and the crowd 
followed Meade who was on his way 
home. W hen he observed the flag and 
the crowd coming he broke into a,gal- 
lop", .but was overtaken. The 'men 
made known their desire. Meade, for 
a time put up an argument but was 
compelled to carry the flag the full 
length of Lake street and back. Then 
he was allowed to go on his way. 

This. method has served to change 
undesirable conditions in many of the 
towns of the United States' and its re- 
sults are lauded for it is the only means 
for home people to guard .their homes. 

As in' every instance we have read 
about in the doily press of a similar 
nature, it was a man with considerable 
wealth who was so treated; and a man 
with wealth need* ask no favors from 
anyone for he has the money to do 
with. 

While* this is the only way men of 
this type con be handled locally, It is 
not the way the Government desired to 
hove them treated. Uncle Sam does 
nothing after dark, because he does not 
want to be /seen doing it in the day 
light.

Registration Day for 

Female German Aliens 

■ • . , •. - 

In accordance with the Presidents 
Proclamation ddted November 16, 1917,* 
and amended April 19, 1918, all female 
German alien enemies of fourteen years 
of flge^and upwarda, residing in this 
post office, district are required to re- 
gister tinder the direction of the Post- 
master, who has been appointed assist- 
ant registrar. 

Thio registration is to commence at 
six a. m. on Monday, June 17, 1918, and 
to continue on each day successively 
thereafter, except Sunday/ June 23rd, 
1918, between the hours of six a. m,- t 
and .eight p. m. t up to and including 
Wednesday, the 26th day of June, 1918- 
at eight- o'clock p. ra. 

Person Required to : Register:— All 
Natives, citizens or subjects of the 
German Emjpire "or the Imperial Ger- 
man Governmerit, being females of the 
age of fourteen', '■years and upwards, 
now within the United States and not 
actually naturalized as American Citi- 
zens are. -required to register of Ger- 
man Alien females. The fact of having 
first or declarent papers does not ex- 
empt the possessor thereof from regis. 
taring as a female German alien enemy. 

Female German alien enemies are 
hereby directed to report to the post 
office located in the. district in which 
they reside, within the dateB specified 
for registration. 

• Each 'female German alien enemy is 
required to bring with her to the,place 
of registration four photographs not 
larger thon 3x3 inches, on thin paper 
with light background. The photo- 
graphs shall be of shoulders and. full 
face, without hat or other head' cover- 
ing. At the place of registration she 
will be given full instructions as to pro- 
cedure in filing application for . regis- 
tration'. 

• An alien enemy required to register 
and who fails to complete her registra- 
tion within the time fixed therefore,.in 
addition to all other penalties prescrib- 
ed by law, is liable to restraint, im- 
prisonment and detention for the dura- 
tion of the war.

American Warships Reported 'to Have 
Sent Diver to Bottom—Captured 
Another — Survivors Rescued 
."and Taken to Port— Big 
Passenger Steamer Miss- 
ing. 

Washington, June 4. — Secretary 
'Daniels issued Uie following state- 
ment: 

"Reports received by the navy de- 
partment show that the following ves-; 
sels have been sunk: 

"Jacob II. Haskell, schooner', 1.3C2 
tons, from Boston, for Norfolk, 11 in 
crew. No passengers. 

"Isabel B. Wiley, In ballast, tonnage 
Gil, crew eight. 

"Battle Dunn of Rocklnnd, Me., ton- 
nage 305, In ballast, for Charleston. 

"Edward H. Cole. Boston, tonnage 
1,305, In bnllast, for Norfolk, crew of 

a. 

"Herbert L. Pratt, steamship oil 
tanker, sunk about five miles south of 
Overfalls Lightship, Delaware Capes, 
38 on board. Thirty-seven of the crew 
landed at Lewes; one lost, 

"All the crews of the above-named 
vessels except one man lost from the 
Xratt were rescued. 

Ttft npepars that the schooner Edna, 
whf>* was found bottom-side up sev- 
eral ^lays ago and towed Into Lewes, 
Del., was also a victim of the subma- 
rine. The crew of the Edna has been 
landed at New York. 

"The master of the Wlnneconne 
picked up the crew of the Hattie 
Dunn. 

"Nothing further has been heard 
from the steamship Carolina which 
sent out S. O. S. calls Sunday after- 
noon stating that she was being shelled 
by a submarine. The Carolina was 
reported in the 'same general vicinity 
as that In which the schooners were 
sunk the same day." 



An Atlantic Port, June 4.— The long- 
threatened German U-boat offensive 
against the American Atlantic sen- 
board has started. It Ik being carried 
out by nt least two, probably more, 
submarines -of giant construction and 
more heavily armed than any under- 
. water raiders encountered before. 

The zone of operations seems to 
, center on the strip of water oil the 
highlands of ' New Jersey. The vic-

Fifteen Ships May Be Sunk.

Washington, June 3.— The American 
transport President Lincoln, bound'fpr 
the United States,, was sunk at 10:40 
o'clock Friday morning by a German 
submarine. ' The following announce- 
ment was made by Secretary Daniels: 

"The navy department has received 
a dispatch from Vlco Admiral Sfras 
stating that theD. S. S. President Llh- 
coln was torpedoed at 10:40 o'cloc 
this morning and sank an hour later. 

"The vessel was^returnlng froni Eu- 
rope. No further particulars have been 
received." 

Though details are lacking, It Is as- 
sumed from the fact tliat the trans- 
port was returning to the United 
States that few. If any, troops were 
on board. Meager reports so far. re- 
ceived mention no casualties. 

The vessel, registering 18,072 tons, 
•was formerly of the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can line, and, with all, other German 
merchant ships in Amerlcnn waters at 
the time, was seized by the govern- 
ment when the United States entered 
the war. 

The loss Is the second Instance of 
an American transport to fall victim 
to the Hun U-bonts. Like the Preslr 
dent Lincoln, die AnUllus, torpedoed 
soon after the United States began 
sending troops abroad, was returning 
practically empty to the United States. 
\ The Tuscnnln,' In the sinking of 
which several hundred American sol- 
diers paid the supreme sacrifice, was 
a British transport, bound to France 
with American soldiers on board and 
under convoy at the time of British 
destroyers.

Return of Submarine-* to U. S. Coast

Washington, June 4.— Opinion In 
Washington was sharply divided as 
to whether Germany has established 
a submurlne base In Mexico, or else- 
where on the coasts of the Americas, 
or Is operating her raldiug submarines 
from German bases. 

.Naval officials Insisted there Is no 
evidence whatever substantiating the 
claim that there are German subma- 
the bases in Mexican, Niearaguan, or 
West Indian waters. The state de- 
partment shares this view. 

Shipping board officials, however,. In- 
sisted there Is at least strong sus- 
picion of bases In Mexico. 

A submarine base In Mexico would 
not avail Germany for operations In 
the upper Atlantic, naval officials con- 
tended. They pointed to the fact that 
it Is 2,000 miles from the Jersey coast 
to Mexican waters, almost as far as 
the German bases In Germany or Bel- 
glum. 

Officials who held to the view that 
there are such bases In Mexican wa- 
ters contended, however, that the op- 
erations off the New Jersey and Dela- 
ware coasts were only' side Issues, a 
clumsy German effort to terrorize 
American shipping, and' that the real 
object of the German submarine cam- 
paign on this side Is to menace or 
prevent the operation of oil tankers 
transporting oil from the Tampleo oil 
fields In England for the use of the 
British fleet. 

Assistant Secretary of tho Navy 
Roosevelt insisted there Is no evidence 
to substantiate tho report of Germnn 
submarine bases on this side of the 
Atlantic. 



Washington, June 3.— The largest 
annual army appropriation bill In his- 
tory, carrying SIL'.O-Il.OS'J.OOO and au- 
thorizing the president' to call Into 
military service all" men who can be 
trained and equipped, was passed on 
Friday by the house and sent to the 
senate. 

Final action on tho urgent defl- 
clency bill, carrying appropriations of 
more than $123,000,000, was taken by 
tho house/ when senate amendments 
were agreed to. The bill now goes to 
the president. 

The house broke Its record for speed 
on the army bill by taking the tlnnl 
vote after three days of debate. 

The measure Is framed to provide 
for on army of 3,000,000 men during 
the coming year, In accordance with 
the government's revised program for 
rushing soldiers to France.

The company will be the express- 
carrying agency of the railroads, oper- 
ating prlvntely, but under contract to 
turn over 50& PC r cent of their gross 
revenues— more than $200,000,000 last 
year— to the roads for transportation 
Privileges. Three smaller railroad- 
owned companies, the Western, Great 
Northern and Northern— may Join the 
combination later. 

A pending application of 10 per 
cent Increase In rates tiled before gov- 
ernment oporntlon of railroads for tho 
express combination was contemplat- 
ed will bo pnssed on soon by the In- 
terstate commerce commission.

tubercle bacillus. This plate to begin 
with was .a- perfect blank — a tabula 
vasa, as the undent Romans used to 
call their tablet before writing 6n It. 
But there soon developed on this' gela- 
tin plate; letters about as ominous as 
those which \the Prophet Daniel point- 
ed put to Belshar/ar at his royal feast. 
Here Is the way of It: 

The laboratory doctor had put on 
that- plate a fly that bad got his feet 
stuck In the spittle of a consumptive; 
and .he had . then covered the whole 
with n glass Jar so that the fly could 
not get away. This Insect, thus heavy 
footed, then promonndod all over the 
plate. .Twenty-four hours later, col- 
onies of the consumption germs, made 
up of Uncountable millions of. ' '-those 
tubercle bacilli, developed on Its 
trades. 

You may think I exaggerate when 
I compare this, fact of Hie gelntln 
plntc. with the Prophet Daniel and the 
writing on the wall, says a writer in 
the Detroit Free Press. Well, be that 
as It may, I ask you only to reflect 
how consumption has up to this time 
heen.carrylng oft every third or fourth 
of us between adolescence, and matur- 
ity; that In all the wars of the. nine- 
teenth century (Including those of Na- 
poleon). 14.000.000 succumbed, while 
3,000.000 succumbed to consump- 
tion, the captain of the men of 
death: that the advanced consumptive 
day by day coughs and spits out sever- 
al thousand millions of the tuberclb" 
bacilli; that consumption, besides be- 
ing a disease," Is the most dreadful 
ecoiiojnlc and social degeneracy In 
civilization ; that this great White 
Plague exists largely by reason of hu- 
man suplneness and neglect of the sim- 
plest precepts of hygiene and sanita- 
tion. The Babylonian king did not 
heed, the warning which lay In the 
writing on the wall. By heeding the 
lesson' that lies Jn that little gelatin 
plate we shall be very far on 'the way, 
wo and our fellow men and women, of 
banishing the tuberculosis- which It 
represents from human experience' and 
from off the face of the earth. 
^ Of. course, files are not the only 
agency In the spread of tuberculosis; 
for they are active but a few, months 
of the>ear. whilst that disease's con- 
tracted all the year round. 

Flies Swell Infant Deftth-Rate. 
It Is certain also, that files holy 
greatly to swell the Infant death rate,' 
which Is greatest In the* fly season. 
There are few more congenial culture 
media for germs than milk, especially 
amid the unclennllness wfilch obtains 
in the houses of very many poor poo- 
pie. especially In the tenements. This 
fluid easily becomes contaminated by 
flies and with the noxious matter that 
Is continually clinging to their hairy 
feet, their spongy bodies and tholr 
fluffy wings. Tuberculosis Is thus cer- 
tainly contracted by children, as are 
the various forms of dysentery, prac- 
tically all of which are germ ailments; 
Breast fed Infants seldom have such 
diarrheas, whilst bottle fed babies 
have them all too frequently. Typhoid 
fever Is so often-transmitted by flies 
.that doctor* speak of this Insect ns 
the typhoid fly. n pollutes food and 
drink, especially ,youV milk, butter and 
fiugar by means of the 'material 'which

It carries thence from sources Qf con- 
tnmlnatlon and of the refuse which 
It transfers from rotting vegetables, 
meat and flsh. Twenty-five per cent of 
flies breed, In manure heaps. 

Besides the diseases mentioned flies 
have been brought to the bar on In- 
dictments for having spread cholera, 
lockjaw, trachoma (grauular lids), 
anthrax (the stable fly Is hero guilty), 
and something like a dozen more 
germ diseases.* The ordinary fly: may 
swallow the eggs of tapeworms nnd 
other Intestinal parasites, nnd then 
distribute 'those eggs. where they may 
do hurt to humankind. 

Before considering other insects I 
had better state more clearly Just how 
these pests perform their part In dis- 
ease dissemination. The germs mny^ 
stick to the bodies of the Insects. Or. 
the germs may be eaten by the Insects 
and deposited upon human food and 
drink with their excreta. Or the im 
sects may eject the germs from their 
mouths upon the skins of uncleanly 
people who do not bathe regularly. 
Or the Insects may die after eating 
the germs; nnd the bodies of the for- 
mer may fall Into the food; or the 
dead Insect bodies mny dry up, crum- 
ble, be spread in dust nnd be eltlior 
Inhaled or Injected by human beings. 
Or the Insects (such as the mosquito) 
may Inject Into the host with their 
sting diseased blood which thev have 
previously sucked from a previous 
sufferer (such as a malaria patient). 
^ Mosquito Fever. 
Doctors prefer to. speak of-malarla 
as mosquito fever, for,' ns everyone J 
now knows, It Is the species of mos- 
quito called Anopheles, which -Is sole- 
ly responsible for the propagation of 
this disease. 

Anopheles broods la still water. 'In 
moist .sand. or moss, In pools by'tho 
sides of open streams, In permanent 
accumulations of. water of every sort— 
irrigation ditches, stagnant water 
where there is green scum, In beds'of 
old canals, in old horse troughs nnd 
the like. When the blood of a ma- 
laria sufferer is sucked Into the.' stom- 
ach by anopheles the malurla parasite 
In that blood undergoes development; 
nnd the products of this process enter 
the mosquito's salivary glands and are 
ejected into the system of the next 
person stung. If this latter unfor- 
tunate has not; yet had malaria ho 
thus contracts {the disease unless his 
natural antlgerm forces are nblo to 
destroy the parasite before It can do 
any mischief In his body. 

Naturally then, the prevention of 
malaria defends on the destruction of 
all breeding places within the radius 
of a mile. The way to do this Is to 
drain or fill In with earth, or to cover 
the surface of any water with a nun 
film of kerosene; Houses must be 
screened. Anopheles bites only after 
sundown; and only the Lady An- 
opheles does the mischief. Here, as 



means typhoid germs jrere- 
demonstrated iu ^Seirce. 
Wo have all>i*ead how 
dreadful an ^executioner 
was the; typhus "fever; la 
the earlier, months .of this 
present war, in Serbia arid 
In the Balkans generally; 
It Is .the louse which is the 
chief disseminator of the 
typhus germ. ; 

The bedbug has from 
time Immemorial been ob- 
noxious enough by Just be- 
ing a bedbug. But he. is 
now proven- _ to," be piuch 
more than this; .Undoubt- 
edly cases of smallpox are spread by 
this insect la cheap. lodging hbhses, 
perhaps more frequently -than byjiny 
other means. And were It not for 
the frequent vaccinations . ordered by 
health authorities epidemics of this 
dlseaso would . probably not' be rare. 
Consumption germs, have been found 
In bedbug blood; nlsb ' the germs of 
other diseases. 

. This Insect may live for. weeks with- 
out food. ."During the winter; it will 
become comatose and will weather the 
winter like any otherhlbcrnatlng crea- 
ture. It will- continue iti existence, 
will demonstrate Its will-to-llvo, 
against the hardest kind of, luclc-ifrom 
season to season. In lumber ,camps, 
summer houses, empty apartments and 
the like. 

Fleas 8pread Bubonlo Plague. 
The chief Iniquity of the flen lies In 
Its transmission of the germ of the 
bubonic plague. The roach -has "also 
been proved an Infection conveyer. 
We must mention also Rocky Moun- 
tain fever which has for several years 
occurred during' the spring months In 
Montana and the neighboring "states. 
The germ of this disease Is transmitted 
from cattle to man by the tick, which 
Insect Is the responsible agent also for 
Texas or cattle fever. - 

I have tried to present here the es- 
sential ; facts about the Insect trans- 
mission of disease. My article '-would, 
however, oppenr to be like the play- 
of Hamlet with *Homlet left out ; for 
I have wrlttea nothing about how to 
deal with such Insect Infection, spread- 
ers. Space has not- permitted this; 
nor Is It necessary. For every citi- 
zen's henlth department, town, city, or. 
state, will on nppllcntton, : supply full 
printed directions. Or such directions 
will be sent, without . charge, by the 
Doited States public • health ' service 
of Washington, D. C, or of the United 
States bureau of agriculture, Wash- 
ington, D. 0.
